YY    Champion,  Jr.,  bsttled  mightily  for  Ms  life  thousands  of  f«et 
in  the  skies  today,  with  his  engine  afire     He  won. 
The  aviator  had  gone  aloft  in  an  effort  to  break  the  world's 
altitude  record.    He  may  have  succeeded.    He  carried  two  bara- 
graphs.  one  was  destroyed  by  the  fire  and  the  other,  it  is  believed, 
was  slightly  affected  by  the  vibration  and  the  flames.    The  height 
it  showed  was  37,000  feet.  7,000  feet  above  the  world  record  held 
for  two  years  by  the  French.    Whether  this  is  correct  will  not  B«~ 
definitely  knowm,  howcvtr,  until  tha  Burtau  of  Standards  liaa  com- 
pleted its  inspertion.

A  sub-conunlltee  of  the  Leacua  of  Na- 
tiens  hai  raeoaunended  that  the  uimt, 
ronstitutlQB  ABd  works  of  that  body 
should  be  taught  In  the  aohoola  of  the 
different  Mtloiu  which  are  sifnAtary 
to  the  Covnnant  of  the  League.  The 
14ta.  no  doubt,  ig  laudable  enough,  but 
la  {Hitting  it  into  praetlee  there  should 
be  a  clear  determination  to  dlfTerentlate 
between  education  and  propaganda. 
TlM  sub-conimittee'e  recommendation  la 
tl»t  the  subject  .should  not  be  given  a 
■iparate  place  on  the  time  tables  but 
that  X^eague  teaching  should  be  con- 
net  led  "^Ith  existing  ftudles  in  school* 
of  all  sorts."  History  is  mentioned  as 
the  central  study  for  its  application,  in 
other  word.s  there  is  the  possibility  of 
oompuliiory  League  propaganda  in  con- 
nection with  the  study  of  history. 

Xb  Mheois  It  should  be  a  basic  priB< 
cipl*  that  all  forms  of  progaganda, 
either  good  or -bad.  ought  to  be  discour- 
aged. Propaganda,  however  it  is 
viewed,  is.  in  effect,  intellectual  solici- 
tation, "which  att«mpt4t  to  give  plain 
facts  more  than  their  due  weight  and 
Education  Is  primarily  de- 
fer inculcating  an  honest  and 
unemotional  apreelation  of  facts  end 
their  impllcationa.  The  school  khould 
be  the  very  last  place  u>  attempt  lo  m- 
troduoe  a  jMopagandist  Imtrument. 
Hletery  shews  this,  for,  as  onr  rriura- 
tlonist  remarks:  "One  would  have 
thought  that  Oermao  egperimmts  be- 
fore 1914,  and  Boishevi.st  examples  of 
today,  would  have  revealed  only  too 
clearly  tha  agtuxml  consequences  of 
State  discipline  in  tho  world  nf  edu- 
cation." Tlie  same  autiwniy  says.  "It 
Is  an  (rid  vice  of  IdasUay  ef  the  weaker 
sort  to  prrvert  the  past  In  order  to  K*in 
new  2>anct  on  lor  titc  vi&lona  of  Ui«  fu> 
ture.  But  the  buelinii  of  hietarlans. 
or  tpsrherii  of  history.  Is  to  deal,  not 
with  things  as  they  ought  to  have  beeri, 
but  with  wfigt  rttlilfr  happened. 
When  we  beglO  t*  tfmw  moral  lessons 
the  danger  is  that  we  shape  our  hu>- 
tory  to  aiitt  aur  moral  nnnrtiMilflns." 

Ttip  dangrr,  therefore,  of  League 
prgpagiuida,  when  mixed  up  with  the 
ttMshlag  of  hlelory,  is  that  aecerdiag  to 
Individual  interpretations  that  history 
may  be  (alsiAed  and  such  falsification 
eaiwot  be  JmmH,  evaa  In  the  inter- 
ests of  peace.  An  adUCattDntf  B>  '^^o' 
mtar  easUy  be  ^mi0fl  ^mKAke  best 
mntlvei  the  puriuit  of  somethlns 
else  than  truth  in  the  spirit  of  truth. 
One  textbook  viuch  it  is  sought  to 
have  tetredueed  in'tla  MtaMi  lencr,

uonai  A.spect  Of  HMoey."  Mr.  Marvm 
in  his  notes  draw*  Ma  aem  oandtMrtens. 

in  one  of  the-ie  he  drplorps  the  promi- 
nence given  in  medieval  histotry  lo  the 
coAfUct  of  4110  Ohuveh  and  Empire,  and 
yet  those  who  lived  at  the  time  gave  it 
th^t  prpminance.  Mr.  Marvl^.  tqo,  ig- 
nqlMs-the  national  movements  ta  Italy 
and  Germany,  in  order  lo  secure  "an  in- 
ternational appreciation  of  history." 
THoee  faeti  oannot  be  Ignored.  Just  as 
BoLshevi.'-.ni  and  Fa.'risni  cannot  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  history  of  the  present 
day.  If  League  propaganda  and  inter- 
nationali.sm  are  to  be  taught  in  the 
schools  they  ean  vary  readily  be  manu- 
faetured  into  a  fonn  of  laaniing  whioh 
uitimatriy  must  BTore  divupUv*  of 
Btafe  education. 

THE  FATHKR  OF  HlirOBT 


In  the  far-back  days  of  history  a  boy 
was  bom  in  a  Ureek  Colony  in  Asia, 
at  a  place  famous  for  oontalnhig  one 
of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  ancient 
world,  part  of  which  is  to  be  seen  to- 
day m  the  British  Museum.  The  boy 
was  of  noble  birth  and  his  uncle  was 
a  poet,  but  he  soon  left  his  native  city 
to  escape  from  the  oppiwalen  -of  the 
tynuit  ruler  After  settling  on  an 
Island  for  a  shOrt  tunc,  he  went  travel- 
ing in  thret  eontlnanta.  Xurope,  Aata 
and  Africa,  a  preat  feat  in  those  days, 
but  he  heema  to  have  had  a  definite 
Object  in  vltw.  He  had  cpiHe  made  up 
his  mind  to  write  a  history  of  the 
knovTi  world,  and  though  the  actual 
writing  was  not  done  until  ho  was  an 
elderly  man.  all  hLs  Ufe  he  wa.'^  col- 
lecting matarial  for  it.  There  wan 
scafeely  a  town  in  Greece  or  on  the 
coast.<^  of  AMa  Minor  witli  which  he 
wai.  not  thoroughly  familiar,  and  in 
aome  places  he  stayed  a  eenelderable 
time,  espeelally  piac^G  ntar  the  .-^itob  of 
great  battles.  Hu  industry  hi  wUe«t- 
hig  matemu  of  aU  kinds  wMeh  wodld 
be  iisefvil  for  hl-^  book  w».-(  fr\ilv  niar- 
veJ.m.^,  and  we  owe  a  great  deal  of  our 
knowledge  of  tho  anelcnt  world  to  him. 
He  he  wonders  «f  Igypt  and  de- 
scnbrii  itiem  m  his  book  with  'such 
aceuracy  that  travMeia  in  thai  eoiuMry 
today  are  astontshed  to  find  hi.-;  de  crip- 
tlona  so  minutely  correct.  Prom  Ikypt 
he  made  oaeundone  Into  Arabia  In  the 
oast  and  Libya  on  the  ne.st 

Where  he  wrote  his  great  hiaiory  we 
do  not  know,  but  It  !•  the  ftrsi  work 
of  its  kind,  and  l^  a  renl  model  of 
truthfulness  and  accuracy.  Wherever 
he  deaorlhts  what  he  had  hlmeelf  seen 
the  explorations  and  in\ estivations^  of 
modern  authorities  tiave  strikingly  oon- 
Amiod  hig  glatsmintfc  Ht  Vfllee  with 
a  lively  flow  of  laOfliage  nnd  hi< 
la  wonderfully  eltar.  It  u  not  without 
fuQ  juettaeaHon  thai  ht  hia  been 
r*lled  the  father  «f  Hlston-  [*ter  \n 
life  he  returned  to  his  native  city  and 


took  a  protnlaam  ipait  In  0>nelllng  the 
tyrant  on  whose  account  he  had  pn 
vlouBly  left.  The  cltizem,  iio*ever  h^a 
bitier  ^^uarrelings  among  thomselvet.. 
and  the  hutorlan  was  attacked  by  one 
of  the  political  pariie*  bo  fiercely  that 
iH'  a^ain  l.  li  tlic  i  iiy,  thi.->  time  for 
good,  and  settled  in  Italy,  where  he 
epent  the  remainder  of  hu  days.  He 

viMi^d  Olvnipia  and  read  pait.s  ot  ills 
history  to  the  assembled  Ci  reeks,  who 
feoalved  H  with  great  aiiplause.  and 

honored  him  by  k

Passed  by  the  Church  Assembly  with 
a  vote  ot  51 T  for  accepUnce  and  133 
'against  tlie  Hevlsed  Prayer  Book  must 
now  nm  the  gauntlet  of  the  Houses 
of  Parliament.  Since  the  Church  of 
England  in  England  is  the  national 
Church,  the  new  book  requires  'he 
Imprimatur  as  well  of  the  uttiiunal 
electorate  as  of  the  church  oommunl- 
canU,  and  the  seals  of  the  Kine:  and 
Prime  Minister  must  be  affixed  along- 
side thoM  of  m  AMkMrtMW.  Aooori- 
uiR  to  the  enabling  act  which,  after 
the  Axmisucc,  .lit  up  the  Church 
Assembly,  tha  Frayar  Book  aaaiw 

a.,  presented  to  Parliament  may  not 
be  amended:  It  must  be  accepted  or 
rejeetad  In  Its  entlraty. 

Its  arreptanoa  by  tht  Church  As- 
sembly may  be  taken  ai  presaging  Ita 
aooeptanoa  by  Parllamanl.  Tha  small 
niuionfv  vote  composed  a&  It  was  of 
rktremuts  from  both  the  Aoglo-Catho- 
lie  and  Evangelloal  oamps.  the  latter 
predominating,  shows  that  the  Church 
1^  pretty  generally  detarmlnad  upon 
the  book  as  h  satisfactory  directory  of 
her  Ufe  m  the  twentieth  century.

Special  interest  will  centre 
en  the  part  that  will  be  taken  to  the 
debate  by  two  members  of  the  Oovem- 
ment.

Hicks.  4he  ifSmfl  SecMary.'  who  tfV 
foremost  leadars  of  the  Evangelical  op- 
po.sition.  the  latter  a  determined  and 
outipoitan  critic  «iC  the  new  book. 

Wfiilc  rcifftjon  of  the  Prayer  Book 
measure  m  almost  unthinkable,  that 
eeant  wouM  aiMiaily  throw  tho  bomb 

of  disestablishment  into  British  poli- 
tics. Nonconformists  and  a  proportion 
of  Anglican  Bvangellcals  favor  separa- 
tion of  Church  and  .State.  It  i.s  notable, 
too,  that  the  Anglo-Cathollc  organ. 
rtit  (mtmeh  *ninos.  during  thtf  roaent 

di.'-cussion    ha.  been    rc-five   under  a 

situauon  which  put  the  possible  deci- 
fflon  as  to  the  Saoramonts  in  the  hands 

of  unbelievers.  It  is  conceivable  that 
a  Je«  or  a  Commimlst  might  have  a 
casting  vote  agaitut  the  approved 
Order  of  Holy  CommunMjn,  or  that  a 
Iioman  Catholic  .should  be  found 
neeeeaary  for  legalising  the  rubrics  of 
a  Protestant  church.  At  any  rate  the 
r«latlon  of  Church  and  State  ha«  been 
tlirown  Into  sharper  outline.  The  im- 
mense advance  made  by  the  Welsh 
Church  since  her  dtse.stabllshment  and 
the  spiritual  vitality  .of  the  Church  of 
England  in  the  Domtnlom  may  bo  ad* 
duced  In  favor  of  dl.'ie.<stablishment  of 
the  Mother  Church  in  the  Old  Land.

A  syndicate  made  up  of  residents  of 
Victoria  and  of  Sooke  has  acqtilred  a 
tract  of  land  lying  practically  within 
what  is  known  as  Sooke.  Thla  area  has 
been  taken  over  through  the  agency  of 
Mr.  A.  Kohout,  of  the  Sooke  Harbor 
Industrial  Development  Company  and 
embraces  the  realty  formerly  owned  by 
tlie  Standfast  Bible  Students  together 
with  thr  iinpr()\ rri'cir.i  ii^af  have  been 
made  on  the  property.  The  whole  rep- 
rMwte  aomethlng  like  eti^ty  acrea  It 
deee  not  Include  the  flih  pimt  estab- 
liehed  there. 

The  land  together  with  somp  :ul  min- 
ing property  which  i.s  to  ix>  aiiial«H- 
matM  with  It,  will  be  subdivided.  :i(  - 
cordlnK  to  the  plans  of  Uie  syndicate 
that  has  acquired  It.  and  will  be  offered 
for  sale  in  a  oommercial  way.  The  lots 
will  be  of  a  liM  to  eult  the  oaofentmoe 
of  the  penon  who  wishes  to  punue  ag- 
riculture in  Its  various  lines  in  an  in- 
trnslvp  way.
